"The Fullbright Act of the United States of America 
prescribes conditions for the expenditure of the United 
States Government's share of the sale proceeds of United 
States surplus war property in several countries including 
India. As the funds in question belong to the United States 
Government, the question of the Government of India mak¬ 
ing the amount available to the University Grants Commit¬ 
tee for distribution to the Universities for developing 
post-graduate work and research does not arise. The 
Government of India are, however, examining in consultation 
with the United States Government, proposals for the 
utilization of the Fund (which is available for expenditure for 
certain restricted purposes and in rupee currency only ) for 
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c„l,utal and educational ptogtanam.a of interest to both

15 Resolution No. XX (2). requesting that the auto¬ 
nomy of the Universities be borne in mind by the Central 
and ^Provincial Governments in their new legislations was 
communicated to them. The Central Government and the 
Governments of Bengal, Madras, and Mysore have noted the 

resolution. 


16 Resolution No. XXI, regarding the introduction 
of a scheme formulated by the Utkal University pertaining 
to a compulsory test of physical fitness at the Matriculation 
stage of all Indian Universities was circulated among the 
Universities for their opinion. (See Appendix G) 

The question does not apply to some of the Universi¬ 
ties. The general opinion of the Universities is that it is 
not desirable to make it an integral part of the Matricula¬ 
tion Examination, although they are in favour of encouraging 
physical fitness by other means. 


17 In reply to Resolution No. XXV, the Government 
of India have stated that they have no objection to permission 
being given to Professors and Lecturers of Indian Universi¬ 
ties to join the International Association of University 
Professors and Lecturers in London. 


18 Resolution No. XXXIII, laying down a new proce¬ 
dure for election of three representatives of the Medical 
Faculties of the Universities to the Governing Body of the 
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India Research Fund Association, was communicated to the 
Universities concerned. All of them have approved of this 
and changed their constitution in this respect accordingly.

Important questions of common interest pertaining to. 
University education were discussed at these conferen ces 
such as, "Relations of the State and the Universities 

“ Inter-University Relations,” "A critical review from the 

points of view of an historian, a philosopher and a sociolo¬ 
gist of the structural and moral changes produced in 
Mo-dern Society by scientific and technological advance , 
“the balance of Research and Teaching at ^niversities, 
“General plans for Colonial Higher Education . 

A brief account of the Congress was broadcast by Mr. 
Mathai from Delhi at the invitation of All-India Radio. 
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preparatory Conference of Representatives of 
Universities was convened by the U. N E S C O at 
Utrecht from 2nd to 13th August, 1949. The Govern¬ 
ment of India having been invited to send three representa¬ 
tives to the Conference, referred the matter to the Intei- 
University Board, which deputed Sir C. P. N. Singh., Mr. 
M. Ruthnaswamy, Vice-Chancellors of Patna and Annamalai 
Universities, and Principal G. H. Sinha of Bhagalpur College 
as participants in the Conference. The first two representa¬ 
tives read short papers on the history and development of 
Indian University Education at the Conference. 

Board heartily thanks the delegates mentioned 
above for representing the Inter-University Board, India, 
and the Universities of India at these conferences. 

The Twenty-fourth Annual Meeting of the Inter- 
University Board and the Sixth Quinquennial Conference 
of Universities were held at the University of Madras in 
December, 194S. The Annual Meeting was attended by 17 
members of the Board, and the conference bv the 17 mem¬ 
bers and 38 other delegates from the various Universities. 
Apart from these, the Educational Adviser to the Govern¬ 
ment of India and some of the members of the Ministry of 
Education, members of the University Commission, the 
University Grants Committee and the F. P. S. C.. Representa¬ 
tives of the Ministry of Defence, and Directors or Princi¬ 
pals of some Institutions were present by invitation. These 
meetings were specially important in view of the fact that 
they were the first to be held in a free India.

2. Universities and Public Services. 

3. Programme of University Extension Work. 

4. Regional Planning of Universities and conditions 
for the establishment of new Universities.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


The Government of India grant for the previous year 

1947-48 amounting to Rs. 6,300/- >^^ich was not paid by 

the Imperial Bank of India, New Delhi owing to delay by 

the Central Revenues Office, was received during the year 
under report. 

Resolution No. XLI of the Inter-University Board 
adopted at their meeting held at the Utkal Universi^, 
Cuttack, in December, 1947, was communicated to the 
Government of India requesting them for a special grant ot 
Rs 10,000/- for holding the sixth quinquennial 
of Indian Universities at Madras in December, 1948. But, 
the Government of India did not see their way to sanction 
the grant. The Board had, therefore, to meet this expendi¬ 
ture of Rs 14,094/11/- from their general funds, and this has 
put a great strain on the finances of the Board. 


The Board submitted its budget estimate for the year 
to the Government of India, showing Rs 22,350/- as Income 
and Rs 68.699/3/- as expenditure, and requested them to 
sanction a grant sufficient to balance the budget, but it is 
regretted to state that they sanctioned Rs. 20, 000/- only. As 
this could be collected only on the 25th of March, 1949, 
the Board had to curtail its expenditure for the year on 
various heads of the budget including establishment, causing 
great inconvenience to the functioning of the Office of the 

Board. 


The audit of accounts of the Board for the year was 
conducted by Messrs. B. Roy Malhotra & Co., Incorpora¬ 
ted and Registered Accountants, Kashmere Gate, Delhi, and 
the accounts were certified as correct. The Statement of 
Budget appropriation and revenue receipts for the year as 
audited by them is printed as Appendix: H.

It is not known what minimum qualitications are reiiuiri'il for adniission to 
the Diploma courses. However, on going through tlie syllabi it is presumed 
that only such candidates who liave passed the lnt« imediate Science 
K.xniniiiation can satisfactorily follow and digest the diploma courses. On 
this presum])tion, the Universities should liave no objection to the migra¬ 
tion of students to and from such Technical Institutions. Further, such 
Institutions may get tliemselves artiliated to Universities therebv entitling 
tlieir students to degrees as well diplomas.
